Wheat Stem Rust Control Measures 

As we pointed out a few weeks 
ago, there is a possibility that all 
wheat varieties now being grown in 
Western Canada may be attacked 
this year by a new kind of stem rust 
called Race 15B. 

New Varieties on the Way. Cana 
dian plant breeders have been work- 
ing for several years on the develop- 
ment of new wheat varieties which 
will possess more resistance to Race 
15B of stem rust than do any of 
the commercial wheats now grown 
However, it will be a few years 
before they have these new varieties 
ready commercially. In the absence 
of resistant varieties, there are cer- 
tain definite steps western farmers 
ean and should take this Spring to 
limit possible damage from stem 
rust in 1951. 

What Can Be Done? Some effec- 
tive and practical stem rust control 
measures are: (1) Use only good, 
high-germinating see: of an officially 
recommended wheat variety. Poor 
seed may produce plants that are 
more susceptible to stem rust. (2) 
Treat all your seed with one of the 
recommended organic mercury seed 
treatments. Don’t use Formalde- 
hyde. Seed treatments will not con- 
trol stem rust, but wheat plants 
from treated seed will grow faster, 
more uniformly, and may ripen be- 
fore stem rust becomes severe. 
(3) Plant early. Wheat crops that 
mature somewhat early are, as a 
rule, considerably less damaged by 
stem rust than are those that 
mature late. (4) Where soil and 
moisture conditions permit, use a 
phosphate fertilizer. The addition 
of phosphate fertilizers to the soil 
tends to induce early maturity. (5) 
Use 2,4-D cautiously. To avoid 
delayed maturity, and possible crop 
injury, treat wheat crops with the 
right amount of 2,4-D and apply it 
at the right stage of crop growth. 
Follow official 2,4-D recommenda- 
tions closely. 

Strain 15B of wheat stem rust 
may, or may not, invade the wheat 
fields of Western Canada in 1951. 
Western farmers should prepare for 
the worst. It will pay any farmer 
well to make use of every tool or 
device at his command to minimize 
possible losses from stem rust in 
1951. @

Tricks Of The Champions 


Almost every star in the N.H.L. 
has a favorite puck-carrying trick or 
play. Of course, they must be fine 
all-round hockey players or they 
would never have reached the_ big- 
time in the first place. But an analy- 
sis shows that each one is an expert 
at some «particular phase ‘of puck- 
carrying, and for a reason. 

For example, Maurice “Rocket” 
Richard of Montreal Canadiens, can 
accelerate faster than any other 
player in the league.

Trees should 
be tied firmly to a stake for the first 
year. This will give the , new 
roots a chance to get firmly fastened 
in the new Iocation. Without these 
fine roots which absorb food, the 
stock will die of starvation. 

These Go First 


In most cases there is one corner 
of the garden which dries before the 
rest. This is the spot to plant the 
very early things, hardy vegetables 
and flowers that can go in the ground 
just as soon as one can get out and 
dig. Frost and snow later on will 
not hurt these, and some of them 
must make their first growth while 
soil and air are cool. 

Among the vegetables in this cate- 
gory will be radish, leaf lettuce, 
spinach, early onions and the hardiest 
of the garden peas. Of course, this 
refers to first nny only. Main 
plantings should go in later, and final 
plantings after that. With vege- 
tables it is important to string ouf 
the plantings so that the harvest will 
be equally extended. All the vege- 
tables mentioned can be planted at 
least three times, a fortnight apart, 
and some like lettuce and radish, 
carrots, beets, beans, etc, can be 
planted at intervals right up to the 
first week in July. 


Among the hardy flowers will be 
things like cosmos, marigolds, pan- 
sies, sweet peas and anything else 
listed as very hardy in a Canadian 
seed catalogue. Some of these are 
so resistant to frost that they sow 
themselves and come on as volunteer 


plants in the spring. Some of them 
especially sweet peas, must be plant-
